What can
equal the comforts of home, the cool
mother-hubbar-d and surrounded by those
one loves best? Yesterday evening a party
was standing on the Oak street bridge en-

joying the cool breeze of the evening and
watching the hundreds of little pleasure
boats that dotted the river. The splashing
of an oar and the merry laugh
of some pleasure party shooting the bridge
were a diversion to the mind. The boat-
man's song in the distance and the faint
twanging of guitars and mandolines blen-
ded with the drowsy murmuring of the
foliage and everything was characteristic
of enjoyment and comfort. The conversa-
tion took no such turn as already intima-
ted because people never sneak of what is
in their minds but involuntarily every one
made a mental comparison between home
and abroad much to the advantage of tho
former.

Fifty different pleasure parties were
counted during the evening all finding en-

joyment according to their own peculiar
methods. One can only be comfortable at
best, and without doubt last night's scene
was a more perfect picture in that particu-
lar than could be found between Boston
and the Rockies. The Woodman steam
launch scuds up and down loaded to the
gunwhales with pleasure seekers. Many
of the most beautiful residences of the city
are on the banks of tho little river and one
of the incidents of every evening is the
salutations of friends who are at homo and
on tho water.

characterized by a recklessness that makes
an old timer nervous. It is a difficult
stace to pass through because nothing but
experience can teach one. Possibly a lit-

tle experience in more dangerous waters

thau the smooth Arkansas would be bene-

ficial and open one's eyes to the dangers
that lurk in the depths of the most placid
stream. A sudden squall, a capsize, the
lifeless form of some friend, the verdict,
drowned through ignorance, are all good

teachers. In this stage caution is over
shadowed by a false confidence.

The thirdstage is tho confidence that
comes from experience nnd knowledge.
The same caution that belonged to the
stage of timidity returns, and only in this
stage is the real pleasure of aquatic sports
known. He who has laid aside all caution
and placed entire reliance on his skill and
prowess because a human life was strug-
gling helplessly in an angry sea has learn-

ed the lesson of boating and can find en-

joyment on all waters.
There is a secret of enjoyment in boat-jnj- r

a story that can not be taught,
"Only those who brave its danjors

Mr. G. Minturn Worden, representing
the Lozier & Yost Bicycle Manufacturing
company of Toledo, Ohio, spent yesterday
in the city, under the guidance of A. Jos.

BURGLARS AGAIN.

A Bold Attempt at Burglary Frnstrated by the
Violence of the Police.

Last night, shortly before 12 o'clock, a
nistol shot was fired in the vicinity of

Although
being convinced in his own mind that
there was something wrong about them,
he concluded they had no immediate de-

signs and paid less attention to them than
usual. Their favorite stand was in front
of the Arcade or Munson's and

and onco when standing in
front of the former place tho officer

fancied they had a big bunch of keys in
M.oin nnpniinn. As they were
very cautious, however, he did
not know it for a fact
and he had about come to the
conclusion that it was his imagination.
He had instructions from the chief to re-

lievo Turnkey Antrim last night at 12

o'clock and mentioned for the first time
his suspicions of these men to Officer

Parks, requesting him to keep an eye on

them if they made their appearance. On

his final round previous to reporting at
headquarters he again noticed the men for
the first time last night come west down
the alley just north of Douglas, cross Main
and keen on toward Water street. He
thinks that they thought their movements
were unparceived, as they paid no appar-

ent heed to anything. The officer imme-

diately went west on Douglas in order to
watch them aud turned north on Water
street, but they were nowhere to be seen.

After a short and fruitless searcn ne was
driven to the conclusion that they had
mysteriously disappeared as usual. His
curiosity was so much aroused that he
made up his mind to investigate the alley
between Main and Water. With that ob-

ject in view he turned out of Water street
into a cross alley running just north of the
Hotel Petzold. Just before reaching the
alley in question ho heard a noise and in
an instant two men were runnins at full
speed north up tho alley toward First street.
From the noise and the sound, as if they
jumped, the officer is certain they were on
a little wooden platform which is in tho
rear entrance of the Arcade. It was his
intention, if he could, to have come upon
them unobserved to wait until he could
have caught them, but their ears were too
sharp. From a hasty examination of the
premises afterwards it is evident that they
had not got to work, but there can be no
doubt regarding their intentions, or, else,

why such a hasty retreat? Tne officer

could not swear, of course, that thee are
two of the three men ho saw going into the
alley a few minutes before, but has no
doubt on this point in his own mind.
Glancing at the store and seeing that no
entrance had been effected, he pursued the
men up the alley and fired a shot to stop
them. He got to First street and met Dep-ut- v

United States Marshal Metcalf, who
had heard the shot and ran down to learn
the cause. Metcalf was positive the men
had not crossed First. They paid no
nttcntion to the order to halt or
the pistol shot. What became of the
third man is a mystery as well but he
doubtless made good his escape during the
excitement in one of the cross passages of

the allev.
All three of the men were average height

and build and dressed in clothes with col-

ored shirts on, probably flannel. The offi-

cer thinks that one of them had top boots
on with his trousers tucked on the inside.
